ORGANIZATION AND NATURE OF BUSINESS:

LMV Capital Corp. (the "Company”), a Delaware corporation, was organized on September 17, 2008. The
Company is a broker-dealer registered with the Securities and Exchange Commission (the *SEC”, and is a
member of the Financia! Industry Regulatory Authority (""FINRA"). The primary business of the Company is
advisory and placement services related to mergers and acquisitions for which it receives fees in various
forms. The Company is a wholly owned subsidiary of LMV Capital Holdings Corp. (the “Stockholder”).

2. SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES:

USE OF ESTIMATES

amounts of assets and liabilities and disclosure of contingent assets and liabifities at the date of the financial
statements and the reported amounts of revenue and expenses during the reporting period.
